Through its size as well as the 
method employed , the little formuiary 
may be easely consulted, the maladies 
are classed in alphabetic order and — 
according to the importance oreaCE 
one or several formules are given. 
It would be useless to add, that in this 
kind of publication it is very difficult to 
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obtain a complete work, but 1 have en=t 
deavoured to treat of the most frequent…. 
maladies and to publish those formules, 
which have produced a satisfactory result 
in my practice. 

I therefore confidently address myself 
to the medical public and I am persuaded 
beforehand, this little work will be re= 
ceived with sympathie — thus encouras= 
ging its author.

Its use does not exclude that of the bromide 
of potassium.

TREATMENT OF THE ORCHITIS BY TOPIC APPLI-
